line carriers to compete in rates and 
service with the larger railroads and 
to enahle them to reap a fair return 
on property investment devoted to 
the public service, Mr. Healey c- 
clared.

For no tribunal in the world can pro- 
nounce a just sentence before the 
state archives of all the nations par 
ticipating in the war are thrown 
open as has been done, and is still 
being done, by Germany. 

. Who, after the unprecedented judg- 
ment of Versailles, could still sum- 
mon up optimism enough to believe 
that the entente nations would place 
their secret documents at the disposal 
of such a fribunal? Therefore, after 
careful reflection on my part, I gave 
the decisive importance that was 
their due to the above-mentioned 
weighty considerations of personal 
and national dignity and honor, and 
rejected the idea of giving myself 
up. It was not for me to play the 
role of Vercingetorix, who, as it well 
known, relying upon the magnanim- 
ity of his foes, surrendered himself 
to them in order to obtain a better 
fate for his people.

Mrs, Sallie Entrican, 36, of 18 Erin 
street, committed suicide, according 
to the verdict of the coroner’s jury, 
at the inquest held over the body in 


the chapel of Awtry & Lowndes 
Thursday morning, which found that 
hér death was caused a pistol 


by 
‘bullet: wound through the head, self- 


inflieted. 

. Mrs, Entrican was found dead 
shortly, after 7 o'clock Wednesday 
night by her 16-year-old son, Homer, 
as be returned home from work in 
the Southern railway shops. He 
found the doors and windows locked, 
and got the help of a neighbor, O. N. 
Alexander, who lived across the 
street. The two forced an entrance, 
finding Mrs. Entrican across the bed 
in a pool of bleod, with the pistol 
still in the grasp of her right hand. 

Neighbors and $slatives stated that 
she was despondent over her financial 
condition, and also depressed on ac- 
eount of loneliness. A daughter was 
recently married, which caused the 
mether to become morose. and blue, 
it is said. 

That she contemplated suicide at 
least two weeks before she killed her- 
self is believed to be evidenced by 
the fact that she got Police Sergeant 
G. T. Butler’s pistol two weeks before 
her death. It is thought she obtained 
this gun for that purpose, each day 
deferring her actions in hopes that 
something would happen to give her 
a brighter outlook upon life. 

Mrs, Entrican was a friend of 
many years of Sergeant Butler’s fami- 
ly. She had spent the night with 
Mrs. Butler just before the officer 
missed his pistol. 

It is claimed that she was. about 
to lose her home on Erin street on 
account of not being able to meet the 
installment payments, which she had © 
contracted. 

Besides her son and daughter, Mrs. 
Sheffield, she is survived by her moth- 
er, Mrs. Augusta Lamar, and three 
brothers, ©. C. and C. T. Lamar, and 
W. F. Griffin.

Lloyd George outlasted all the 
(10D8 through the world war, in 
the turmoil of readjustment that fol- 
lowed that eonflict, he kept his seat 
at the steering wheel when those all 
around him were losing theirs. 

The men with whom he sat at 
Paris as the “big four’ of the peace 
conference long ago were toppled over. 
Fremier Orlando of Italy was the 
first to go. His cabinet resigned in 
June, 1919. The a. 6h, 3 January, 
Clemenceau, the French tiger, was 
cast aside. Two months later the 
senate of the United States refused 
for a second time to ratify the peace 
treaty Woodrow Wilson had brought 
home from. Versailles. and hot long 
after his party was beaten at the 
polls. 

After all of the other three had been 
put aside in. their countries Lloyd 
George ‘became probably the most 
cutstanding figure among all the men 
of the world who were engaged in 
public afairs. His position constant- 
i} in danger from a possible dropping 
away of one of the groups forming 
the coalition on which his government 
rested, waS strengthened, so far as 
history is concerned, after all the 
other war statesmen had gone, be- 
cause it was he who acted as Great 
Britain’s spokesman in the parleys 
i.st winter with the rebellious Irish 
leaders—parleys which led to the cre- 
ation of the Free State, and peace 
after 700 years of strife between Eng- 
land and Erin. 

Romance of Rise. 

The rise of Liéyd George was an 
adventure in politics filled with as 
much romance as the lives of famous 
Americans who come up from log 
cabins to the white house.

With only 
a limited education, David went into 
a law office in the little town in 
North Wales where he lived with his 
uvele. Then he married and soon 
dived into politics. 

For 18 years he was a liberal 
member of parliament, representing 
Curnarvon. Then came a rapid rise 
tu fame. His ascent to a place 
among the mighty began in 1908, 
when Asquith became prime minister. 
The little Welshman with the spark- 
ling eyes entered the cabinet as chan- 
cellor of the exchequer. The next 
year in the great budget battle he 
routed the once powerful house of 
lords. His achievements in this fight 
was called “the first vietory against 
the privileged citadel of wealth in 
the moder: world.” 

Then Came War. 

With the coming on of the war, 
Lloyd Ge_. e convulsed the country 
by introducing drastic reforms in tax- 
ation which put new burdens on the 
wealthy classes and confiscated part 
of the unearned increment of land. 

In 1916 when England was threat- 
ened with strikes at a time when 
Germany was scoring heavy successes 
on the western front, Lloyd George 
left the chancellorship of the ex- 
chequer to become minister of mu- 
nitions, and “with no other equip- 
ruent than a private secretary and an 
office table, staked his reputation 
ard his future on mobilizing the in- 
dustrial resources of the nation be- 
fore it was too late.” 

In this tremendous task he suc 
ceeded and so when Kitchener, of 
Khartoum, was lost at sea the Welsh- 
n:an took his place as secretary of 
state for war. With Sir Eric Gedes, 
he pushed into the work of reorganiz- 
ing the railway system supporting the 
Rritish . mies ir.

It was frequently said of him that 
no statesman ever changed his mind 
on important questions so many times. 
By some he was regarded as an op- 
portunist, who switched his position 
with great speed and dexterity when- 
ever the band-wagon seemed to turn 
in an unexpected direction. Nobody 
could ever tell what he was going to 
do next.

Letter. 
Hanover, March 80, 1921. 
Your Imperial and Royal Majesty : ¢ 

I beg to thank your majesty most 
respectfully for his gracious interest 
in the illness of my wife. She is 
not yet out of danger. 

I shave little that is pleasant to 
report from our country. The trou- 
bles in central Germany are more 
serious than they are represented to 
be by the Prussian government. [I 
hope that they will soon be sup- 
pressed. 

The effects of the Versailles peace 
decree lie ever more crushingly upon 
the German people, and the: object: of 
this peace—the policy of annihilation 
of our enemieg—comes more plainly 
to the fore every day. 


pose of justifving this policy the 


fairy tale of German war-guilt must} 


be adhered to. 

The spokesman of the enemy al- 
liance, Lloyd George, is little dis-ja 
turbed by the fact that, on December 
20 of last year, he declared that no. 
statesman wished war in..the sum- 
mer of 1914, that,all the nations had 
slipped or stumbled into it. In his 
speech at the London conference on 
March 3 he calmly remarked that 
Germany’s responsibility for the war 
was fundamental, that it was the 
besis on which the peace of Ver- 
sailles was erected, and that, if the 
admission of this guilt should be re- 
fused or given up, the treaty would 
become untenable. 

Now as before, the question of war- 
guilt is the cardinal point in the fu- 
ture of the German nation. The ad- 
mission of our alleged “guilt” regard- 


ing the war, forced. from the German | 


representatives at Versailles against 
their judgment, is wreaking frightful 
vengeance; equally so the untrue 
acknowledgement of Germany’s “com- 
plicity” which Minister Simons’ gave 
at the London conference. 

I agree with your majesty to the 
uttermost depths of my soul—in my 
long term of military service I have 
had the good fortune and honor to 
enter into close personal relations 
with your majesty. I know that all 
the efforts ef your majesty through- 
out your reign were bent toward 
maintainin,, peace. I can realize 
how immeasurably hard it is for 
your majesty to be eliminated from 
positive co-operation for the father- 
end. 

The “Comparative Historical 
Tables” compiled by your majesty, 
a printed copy of which your ma- 
jesty sent me recently, are a good 
contribution to the history of the 
crigin of the war and are calculated 
to remove many an incorrect concep- 
tion. I have regretted that your ma- 
jesty did not make the tables pub- 
lie, but limited them instead to a 
small circle. Now that the tables, 
owing to indiscretions, have been pub- 
lished in the foreign press, partly in 
the form of incomplete excerpts, it 
seems to me advisable to have them 
published in full in the German 
press. 

To my great joy I have heard 
that there has been an improvement 
recently in the health of her majesty. 
May God help further! 

With the deepest respect, unlimited 
fidelity and gratitude, I am your im- 
perial and royal: majesty’s most hum- 
ble servant.

My Dear Field Marshal 

Accept my warmest thanks for your 
letter of March 30 ult. You are right. 
The hardest thing of:all for me i# to be 
obliged to live in foreign parts, to 
follow, with burning anguish in my 
soul, the awful fate of our dear fa- 
therland, to which I have devoted the 
labors of my entire life, and to be 
barred from co-operation. 

You stood beside me during the 
dark, fatal days of November, 1918. 
As you know, I forced myself to the 
difficult, terrible decision to leave the 
country only upon the urgent declara- 
tion of yourself and the rest of m 
counselors who had been summon 
that only by my so doing would it be 
possible to obtain more favorable ar- 
mistice, terms for our people and spare 
it a bloody civil war. 

The sacrifice was in vain. Now, 
as well as before, the enemy wishes to 
make t’e German people expiate the 
alleged guilt of “imperial Germany.” 


Silent 
Under Attacks. 


In my endeavor to subordinate all 
personal considerations to the welfare 
of Germany, I keep myself complete- 
ly in the background. I am silent in 
the face of all the lies and slanders 
which are spread abroad concerning 
me. I consider it beneath my dignity 


to defend myself against attacks and 


abuse. 

In accordance with this policy of 
restraint I have also kept the “His- 
torical Tables” mentioned by you 
strictly objective and made them acces- 
sible only to a narrow circle of ac- 
quaintances. I am utterly at a loss 
to understand how they have now be- 
come public through some sort of in- 
discretion or theft (?). The purpose 
inspiring me when I prepared the “res 
torical tables was this: To br 
gether strictly historical mate = 
a systematic enumeration of sober 
facts, such as might enable the read- 
er to form his own judgment of the 
historical happenings preceding the 
war. I found my most convincing 
sources, be it remarked, in the litera- 
ture which has sprung up after the 
war, particularly.in the works of tia- 
tives of the enemy countries. There- 
fore, I am glad that you find my 
modest contribution to history useful. 

As. to your suggestion to make the 
tables, which have been compieted in 
the meantime, accessible to the Ger 
man press, I thank you, and will fol- 
low it. 

(This has meanwhile been’ done. 
The “Comparative Historical Tables 
from 1878 to the Outbreak of the War 
in 1914” were Bo te in December, 
1921, by K. F. Koehler, Leipsic.) 

Truth will hew a way for itself— 
mightily, irresistibly, like an ava- 
lanche. Whoever does not close his 
ears to it against his better judgment 
must admit that, during my twenty- 
six-year nig previous to the war, 
Germany’s foreign policy’: was. direct- 
ed solely to the maintenance of peace.

Major McGregor will restore Sam 
Askew, the rolling chair boy, to the 
chief clerkship in the pension 
Office; and this will be gratifying 
news to thousands of Georgians 
who regretted to see him lose his 
position after the death of Colonel 
Lindsay, the former commissioner. 
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SHEEP IN GEORGIA. 

One of the most significant agri- 
cultural exhibits at the Southeastern 
fair is that of the sheep industry, 
not only because of the excellence 
of the animals on display but also 
because it calls attention to a source 
of farm profit and prosperity which 
is deplorably neglected by the farm- 
ers of this state. 

It is regrettable that in this ex- 
hibit New England sheep instead of 
Georgia-bred animals. are _ fea- 
tured; and the fact that a Massa- 
chusetts breeder can bring his 
product to the Southeastern fair, 
enter it in competition with south- 
ern sheep and carry off the honors 
and prize awards is a reproach to 
the farmers of Georgia and the 
south. : 

Sheep men and livestock experts 
who are familiar with the situation 
are generally agreed that Georgia 
possesses natural advantages—cli- 
mate, soil, abundance of water, etc. 
—entitling it to rank first as a 
sheep-producing state. 

But instead of being first, Geor- 
gia stands almost at the bottom of 
the list—far below many states in 
which the sheep industry is handi- 
capped by long, cold winters, un- 
productive soil or lack of rainfall. 

Those in charge of the sheep ex- 
hibit at Lakewood report the re- 
ceipt of “hundreds of inquiries 
from. Georgia stock men who con- 
template going into the sheep busi- 
ness.” 

This is encouraging, and it indi- 
cates that Georgia farmers are be- 
ginning to awaken to an apprecia- 
ciation of the golden opportunities 
they have been overlooking in the 
past. 

Several farmers, educated, en- 
couraged and enthused by what 
they have seen at the Southeastern 
fair, are said to be planning to es- 
tablish small flocks of sheep on 
their farms in the near future. 

This is a splendid movement. It 
shoald be made géneral throughout 
the state, and it merits all the en- 
couragement that our bankers, bus- 
iness men and citizens generally can 
give it. 

And the legislature should en- 
courage it by enacting legislation 
|to control the mendce of the roving, 
predatory, sheep-killing dogs that 
roam the fields and pastures of 
Georgia without let or hindrance.

The demo- 
cratic party being the donfinant party 
in the state—and it always will be— 
the republicans as a rule do not fig- 
ure in any but national elections. 

Hence the necessity, as I see it, 
for the primary to be a mandatory 
election, conducted and paid for by 
the state just as is the general elec- 
tion. Then the enormous tax upon 
candidates, which prohibits many 
good men from offering for office, 
could be materially reduced, or alto- 
gether dropped. 

It would assure the right of fran- 
chise freely offered to all electors— 
end it would correspondingly dimin-

Another sugggestion— 

The right of franchise should not 
be denied a citizen who is otherwise 
morally and legally qualified simply 
because he has not paid his current 
year’s state and county taxes.

Washington, October 19.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Geor- 
gia was the second largest producer 
of turpentine and rosin in the United 
States for the year of 1921, being 
surpassed only by Florida, aecording 
to preliminary figures released today 
by the department of commerce. 

The output of turpentine and rosin 
from crude gum for the producing 
season ending March, 1922, by 1,- 
412 establishments was 24,308,775 
gallons of spirits and 1,674,242 bar- 
rels, 500 pounds each, of rosin. Geor- 
gia produced over 6,000,000 gallons 
of turpentine and approximately 
500,000 “barrels of rosin. This was 
a substantial increase over the out- 
put for the years preceding. 

The statistics indicate a slight de- 
crease in the total production of tur- 
pentine but an increase in the total 
production of rosin when compared 
with the figures for the preceding 
season—three of the eight producing 
states reporting a greater production 
of turpentine and five states an in- 
creased output of rosin. The In- 
crease in rosin is probably-due to the 
inclusion of reclaimed rosin in the 
figures for 1921, it was explained. 

The stocks of turpentine on hand 
March 381, 1922, at the stills, in the 
hands of consumers, and at ports and 
distributing points show considerable 
decreases, as do also the stocks of 
rosin at ports and distributing points, 
compared with the quantities on hand 
a year earlier.

This consists of a quick change of 
direction by the recipient of the pass. 
The introduction of the forward pass 
brought about far greater concealment 
of attack than ever was possible under 
the old style of play. ot only may 
the intention of making the pass be 
concealed but also its direction and 
finally, quite as important, the dis- 
tance that it will cover. 

The ends may go down the field 
and by the forward passer delaying 
his pass, may get 20 or even 25 yards 
into enemy territory before the pass 
is thrown them. Or one end may go 
way down and the other only a short 
distance, making it uncertain whether 
a long or short pass is contemplated. 
Perhaps a back may slip through the 
middle of the line and take a short 
forward pass over the center. 

The new development this year how- 
ever provides that the réceiver of the 
pass no longer runs straight for the 
spot where the pass is coming but in 
an oblique or diagonal direction. Then 
he turns suddenly and shoots into the

SHIPMENTS SHOW LOSS 


Chicago, October 19.—The carlot 
‘movement of 14 leading fruits and 
vegetables during the week ending 
October 14, was 26,850, or about the 
same as for the previous week and 
about 3,000 cars fewer than for the 
corresponding period last year, ac- 
cording to reports. by the United 
States bureau of agricultural eco- 
nomics. 

Shipments of potatoes and apples 
alone increased. Markets were nearly 
steady for potatoes, apples and onions, < 
slightly stronger for cabbage, while ~ 
sweet potatoes generally were firm. 

Minnesota and North Dakota led 
in potato shipments, Shipments from 
the leading late shipping states are 
16,000 cars less than last season to 
the middle of October, while the move- .~ 
ment from New Jersey exceeded:

HARDING TO URGE 
HELP FOR FARMERS 


BY CLAYTON WHITEHILL. 

Washington, October 19.—Presi- 
dent Harding, in his annual message 
to congress, is now expected to rec- 
ommend additional help to the farmer 
in the form of farm credits legisla- 


tion. 

The likelihood of this developed 
Wednesday, in two sources: 

1—An implied promise of further 
legislative aid to the farmer, in the 
president’s letter to Secretary 4al- 
ace. 

2—A definite prediction by Wal- 
lace, in his Washington courthouse 
address, that short time farm credit 
iegislation might be expected during 
the coming winter. 

That the president is’ thinking 
along these lines was revefiled in the 
following passage in his letter -to 
Wallace: 


Nearly Restored. 


“Agricultural production is very 
nearly restored, taking the world as 
a whole; but agricultural prices are 
so low that it is appurent to all of 
us that the farmer is not being ade- 
quately compensated. Our own coun- 
try, as evidenced by every index of 
business and commercial conditions, 
is on the way now to a new era of 
activity and prosperity. In that new 
era we ean be very sure that the 
farmer will be among the first to get 
the substantial recognition which he 
needs and must have for whfat he has 
done to make these improved cir- 
cumstances possible.” 

The senate farm bloc has already 
drafted four bil:s providing this short 
time credit in varying forms, and 
Senator Capper, leader of the senate 
group, is expected to introduce a 
measure embodying the best  fea- 
tures of each when congress re-con- 
venes. Whether this specific meas- 
ure would have the support of admin- 
istration senators, in view of the pres- 
ident’s disapproval of the farm bloc, 
is yet to be determined, although his 
views on the subject would probably 
be conveyed in the annual message 
to congress. 

At present the four bills as pre- 
pared by Senators Lenroot, Norbeck, 
Simmons and Capper, respectively, 
contain the following salient fea- 


tures: 
Four Bills. 


1—The Lenroct bill is supposed to 
follow the general lines of the rec- 
ommendations of the joint commis 
sion on agricultural inquiry and prv- 
vides that the federal land banks 
shall create commodity loan depart- 
ments and issue short time deben- 
tures to fflanee its loans. It would 
appropriate a millio: dollars for each 
of the twelve land banks, 

2—The Norbeck bill would create 
a special government § corporation 
with a capital of $200,000,000 to take 
over the war finance corporation. 

3—~The Simmons bill would create 
a similar corporation with a capital 
of $500,000,000: , 

4—The Capper bill would establish 
livestock loan corporations under 
the supervision. of the federal farm 
loan board to finance cattle feeding 
and marketing. 

All of the: bills aim,at giving ag- 
riculture or livestock raising or both, 
access to short time investment funds 
through the issue of short time notes 
or debentufes with some sort of sanc- 
tion ‘by the federal government. 
Furthermore, they would amend the 
federal reserve act so that system 
would co-operate with the new in- 
strumentality. 

Expert Opinions. 

It is the opinion of rural credits 
experts of the type of <~Bernard M. 
Baruch, that the measure’ finally de- 
cided on should provide three sorts 
of loans and correspondingly three 
sorts: of short time debentures from 
the sale of which would be obtained 
the funds for carrying the loans, 
which might amount to many times 
the capital of the proposed institu- 
tion: 

1—Loans for facilitating the mar- 
keting of agricultural products in an 
orderly manner and at discretion; 
2—Livestock loans; and 3—Loang 
for production purposes, to be based 
on the united credit of local associa- 
tions for farmers, so that all the 
members of the group would endorse 
the notes of each.

Little Rock, Ark., October 19.—Un- 
usual conditions were attached by 
Governor T. C. McRae, of Arkansas, 
to a commutation of the death sen- 
tence of J. D. Young, of Monroe coun- 
ty. Under an agreement signed by 
Young, he agreed that he will observe 
all prison rules during hig life term, 
and that any attempt to gain further 
executive clemency in the futufe will 
nullify the commutation of the death 
sentence and make him again liable to 
the supreme lty.

Loss of Dirigible | 
Not to Interfere 
With Flying Plans 


Washington, October 15.—Despite 
the destruction by fire of the hydro- 
en-filled dirigible C-2, the army’s 
immediate plans for the development 
of lighter-than-air craft will continue, 
Secretary of War Weeks has an- 
nounced following a conference with 
Major-General Patrick, chief of the 
army air service. 

The loss of the C-2, however, has 
finally determined army officials to 
eee. hydrogen gas with the non- 
inflammable helium as soon as pos- 
sible. It will take about a year, 
they estimate, to manufacture and 
store sufficient of the new gas to 
take care of air service needs, 

The joint army and navy plant 
at Fort Worth, Texas, Weeks de- 
clared, has just begun producing. 
Within a year it is hoped that be- 
tween eight and ten million cubic 
feet of helium will be manufactured, 
which, supplanted by the million feet 
now in storage, will make possible 
the complete doing away with of hy- 
drogen: gas as a filler for lighter- 
than-air craft. 

In this connection, however, both 
army and navy will have to make 
changes in the present style of .en- 
velope used. The dirigibles now in 
use, General Patrick stated, because 
of the material in the envelopes, 
evaporate helium very fast. The C-2 
he explained, with a capacity of 200.- 
000 cubic feet, would have evaporat- 
ed some 6,000 feet a day, thus neces- 
sitating about 1,200.000 cubic feet 
a year to keep that ship alone in the 
air, The four new dirtgibles now 
being constructed for the army will 
be equipped with a new type bag. 

Despite its safety qualities, avia- 
tion officials recognize certain disad- 
vantages in the use of helium, i 
lifting power, for instance, is only 
92 ner cent of that of hydrogen. 

No definite reports as yet have 
been received by the war depart- 
ment on the destruction of the C-2.
